THROUGH THK VARIOUS COUN- 


TRIKS OF K0ROPB. 


Impressions of the Holy Father and 


of Cathedrals, 


At the 10.30 o'clock mass at St. Peter's 


church, yesterday, Rev. Fr. Jionan gave a 
lengthy account of Ills European tour and 
impressions received in the various places 
of note visited. 


Beginning with Ireland, 
where 
he 


landed, he could not help thinking what a 
wonderful agent is time in Its destruction 
of things and its power of building up 
certain things. Three weeks ago today, 
he said, I celebrated mass and preached in 
the church In which I was baptised and 1 
assure you I was never more forcibly 
struck by the changes which time brines 
about, 


I left that place 39 years ago and of 


those who were then in middle age, hut 
few survive, of those of my own age or a 
little older, some have grown-up families, 
b ut many have disappeared either from 
death or emigration to other lands; so 
that it was only the children of this class I 
had the pleasure of meeting. 


I felt myself in the presence of a new 


generation. However, there was a cor- 
responding sympathy between us, inas- 
much 
as 
they 
felt 
as 
much 
for 


those who were gone as I did, and the re- 
sult was that both the congregation and 
myself were moved to tears. 


With regard to Ireland, the country is 


better, the people better housed, better 
cl&d than they were forty years ago. It is 
true that the population has been greatly 
reduced, it Is now reported to be about 
five millions, but yet Ireland is quite as 
thickly peopled as most of the German 
states in Europe, which are considered 
prosperous. 
I noticed that wherever I went I found 


no people who make greater sacrifices for 
the faith than do the Irish. Xo matter 
where you go,'whether the population be 
.000 or 0000 inhabitants,they have a church 
and in many cases convents, buildings fit 
to be seen in auy part of Europe or this 
country. 


The power of the landlords is not what 


it was years ago, the land agitation has 
brought about a better state of things. 
This has also been aided by the large 
amount of American product brought to 
the English markets. I was comparing 
the wages of 40 years ago with those paid 
today and find that at present men earn 
about three times as much as than, whlio 
the necessities of life are, in the leading 
commodities, cheaper now than then, so 
that theje changes have greatly benefited 
the people. 
I was delighted to see Dublin and es- 


pecially the monument to O'Conneli. The 
history of Europe is written in monu- 
ments but after seeing many monuments 
to distinguished men in other'countries of 
Europe yet I would say that' there is no 
man who deserves argreater monument 
than O'Conneli. 
While speaking with a 


fair minded Englishman he told me that 
if Gladstone had had a man like O'Con- 
neli to help him in the home rule move- 
ment he would have secured the passage 
of his bill. O'Conneli would never have 
said a word offensive to the friends of 
Ireland. 


Going to London, the traveller 
feels 
that he is in the capital not only of a great 
empire but one whose power and influence 
is felt from end to end of'the earth. There 
in their offices of state, officials hold com- 
munication with and direct tne affairs of 
English colonies in every quarter of the 
globe. 


Another thing quite noticeable is, that 


Westminster Abbey, St. Paul's and other 
great edifices that once were Catholic are 
now almost turned into grave yards be- 
cause they abound with monuments to the 
memory of men who attained fame or aid- 
ed in consolidating the empire. When we 
see the methods taken to promote patriot- 
ism and reward valor, we are not at all 
surprised at the results. 


Passing from England we reached Paris 


going thence to Lourdes down to tho 
bondaries of Spain from Calais. 


The stranger in France 
if Ignorant of 
the country's history would think he was 
'n a land that had enjoyed undisturbed 
peace for centuries. Nowhere do we find 
traces of war except In rare cases where 
the work of the commune is still visible. 
Oil every side the city that suffered so 
much from Napoleon I, from tho com- 
mune, and from the war wkh Germany 
seeius to have quite recovered and is to 
all appearance prosperous. 
Paris is in 


many respects the first city in the world. 
There is no other city in Europe In which 
you will find so many fine churches. 


The Cathedral of Cologne is a national 


monument, one of the wonders of the 
world in point of church architecture' 
You 
can 
stand 
contemplatina 
its 
beauty 
hour 
after 
hour 


and the longer you dwell upon it the more 
will you be lost i:i admiration of its grand- 
eur. It is a masterpiece of of Gothic ar- 
chitecture. Nothing uow extant equals 
or approaches it in Its combination of 
symmetry and strength. It surpasses all 
other buildlngs/ on the continent of Eu- 
rope. It is also remarkable for the monu- 
ments within it. 


It takes its history from the Roman em- 


pire. It, has monuments to kings of the 
middle ages, to bishops who died with the 
crozierjln their hands, to men distin- 
guished as rulers. There their names will 
je handed down to posterity but after all 
1 was struck with the vanity of the mon- 
uments or their futility if the souls of the 
men they were raised to immortalize be 
not in possession'of eternal glory. If not 
all is lost despite the grandeur of the mon- 
uments that may honor them here below. 


This cathedral was commenced bnfore 


the reformation and only a portion of It 
was completed at the time of Napoleon I, 
who turned it into a sort of magazin'e for 
ils army. 


The cathedral of ilayence was made 


the headquarters of his army and the 
tracks of his horses feet seen in portions 
of the edifice. But the cathedral is re- 
stored to its former beauty while the re- 
mains of him who desecrated it lie almost 
'orgotten except when visited through 
curiosity and many who visit, the tomb 
eave it execrating his memory. 


With regard to Lourdes where tho Vir- 


gin Mary appeared to an innocent girl yon 
jave heard much In pa&t years but uoth- 
ng that approaches reality. It is a mon- 
ument fit for any nation in the world in 
he chapels, the towers, the bridges lead- 
ng to the summit, all representing a.' vast 
amount of engineering ,skill and the ex- 
penditure of millions of money. 


The chap el at the foot of the mountain 


s a solid edifice, while solid granite stairs

lead to the summit, the whole presenting 
an inspiring sight. 


We happened to arrive there on the 


feast of the assumption when 30,000 pil- 
grims were there. 
If the people those 


pilgrims.left behind had anything liko the 
devotion showed by them, France must be 
a very religious country. But a large per- 
centage of the French people have very 
lilttle faith. 


The invalids numbering 900 or lOOo 


ware placed in front of the grotto and 
heading the assembly were many priests 
and bishops. In many instances the pa- 
tients were unable to walk, they had to be 
carried on stretchers. They were tended 
by what Is known as the young nobles of 
France, young men from all parts of the 
country who give their services freely and 
are greatly devoted to those who come 
there for relief. -' 


During the sacrifice of the mass, the 


I am confi- 
dent that such prayers to (he Virgin -Mary 
for intercession with her Divine Son can- 
not be unavailing. 
Aftur hearing them 


aray, one would not wonder that miracles 
ure performed. 


Cliauncey Depew, who saw for himself 


one of the cures there effected, admitted 
that he did not understand it. 


Them was a case examined by physi- 


cians, a case which th«y considered incur- 
able, but a cure was effected in snch a way 
that they were willing to admit the inter- 
vention of divine power. 


Nothing you hear or read of Lourdes 


comes up to the reality. Many clergymen 
go there hoping for the privilege of saying 
mass but he and another, who sought an 
opportunity, gave way on finding fourteen 
or fifteen prieata waiting. 


From Lourdes, Rev. Fr. Ronan went to 


Komi', Marseilles, Toulon, Toulouse and 
Genoa. 


In Genoa he went to see the room in 


which O'Conneli took sick and died. 
There is a large picture of O'Conneli set 
into the wall of tha room. 


From Genoa he hastened to Rome and 


there sought an audience with the Ho}js 
Father. After visiting most of the historic 
places in Rome he applied for an audience 
with Pope Leo XIII. There is a great 
deal of formality in securing an interview 
with the pope. 
After sending in your ap- 


plication you have to await a letter stating 
whether your request will be granted and, 
if eo, when. 


He visited St. Peter's in Rome and 


acknowledged It to be a most stupendous 
specimen of Roman architecture. He had 
read of Victor Huso, an able French 
writer, when undertaking to describe the 
battle of Waterloo, his going to the scene, 
laid down tho points, the locations of the 
opposing armies, the attacks, repulses and 
other movements. Ho thought that if a 
corps of.archltects visited St. Peter's for 
the purpose of getting even the ground plan 
they would have a most difficult task.. On 
the pavements of the basilica is marked the 
length of the larzast churches-la the world 
and the cathedrals of 
Notre 
Dame, 


Cologne, Florence would all fit inside of St. 
Peter's. You cannot carry it in your mind 
no matter how long you study its propor- 
tions. 


We were admitted to a chapel leading 


into another small chapel where the Holy 
Father had celebrated a mass of thanks- 
giving. The first sight of the Holy Fath- 
er as we viewed him through the entrance 
of the little chapel, was most impressive. 
Nobody who sees him can ever forget his 
presence. He received the party with the 
greatest cordiality, impressing all with his 
humility. 


The speaker was of a party of nineteen 


who gained an audience. The first crowd 
was composed of Europeans,' the second 
party was a gentleman from Philadelphia, 
his wife and two daughters. 
When they 


announced themselves as Americans, you 
could see the countenance of the Holy 
Father lighted up with an expression of 
friendship for he lovea America and Amer- 
icans. From what I have seen of him, I 
can say in all truth he is the Father of all 
the faithful of every child of Adam. 
I 


asked him for his blessing for my people 
and this he immediately granted with ap- 
parent delight. On the whole while in 
his presence we could only feel that we 
were in the presence of a worthy vicar of 
Christ, a man whose whole soul is ab- 
sorbed in the salvation of mankind the 
world over. 


At the conclusion of the mass Rev. Fr. 


Ronan gave the papal benediction to the 
cou greeatlon which was the largest seen 
in the church for years.

He li Fleadinff the Cause of Colored 


Children. 


3)an!el A. Rudd, a Catholic colorsd 


editor, delivered a lecture in Huntington 
hall, last evening, in behalf of a school 
for colored children in Detroit. The hall 
was crowded and P^v. Fr. Joyce, 0. II. I., 
introduced the speaker. 


The lecturer said: "I understand that 


on this platform there have often stood 
men who style themselves patriots and 
who have heaped invective and slurs on 
our church. 


"I tell you that If ever this country is 


involved In war—God forbid, though—the 
Catholics of this country, and there fire 
ten million of them,would send out 2,000,- 
000 stalwart soldiers to give their blood 
and life for our country. 


"My race .is a peculiar one. There are 


lO.OOO.OfK) of us, somo people style us 
Afro-Americans. But we are not. 
Un- 


fortunately there is the blood of every rn.ce 
that has come to America In our veins so 
we are not Afro-Americans. 


"Then we are called negroes. 
Well, 


some of us are and others are as white us 
you. Xor are we the only ones who are 
colored. There are the aborlginaj Ameri- 
cans, Chinese, Malayans, Japanese and 
others who are colored. 


"There not many of us Catholics. Of 


the 10,OM.OOU colored people in the coun- 
try 7,500,000 get along without belonging 
to any church, 2,500,000 are Catholics; the 
others belong to varied denominations. 


"It is of late years'that the Catholic 


church has begun proselyting among our 
race. We are"tolerated in other churches 
but like every Catholic in our church vre 
go hand in hand to the altar; colored and 
whites, peasant and king. 


"In this country there are Catholic 


churches for colored people at St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Kew 
York. 
Philadelphia, 


Washington, Sin Antonio,'Natchez, Xaw 
Orleans, Mobile and other places. 
"You may say the church draws tbe 


color line. 
It does not. Many white 


people attend these negro churches in the 
various cities and vice versa. 


"The church, people said, would not 


ordain a colored man as a priest. There 
are scores of colored men who are priests 
of God. When the question of admitting 
a colored man as a student at the Balti- 
more seminary, arose it was referred to 
the scholars and there was not a dissent- 
ing voice. And at Washington University 
on the same question the authorities said 
'the standard of admission here is not 
color; It is faith and brain.' " 


When the speaker ended, Fr. Joyce in- 


formed the audience that Sir. Budd and 
assistants would take a collection to 
assist in building the training scnool at 
Detroit.

'•PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—H. H. Holmes, 
or Herman Mudgcc, vrliose nanic or alias 
has rung throughout the longt!i and 
brefidth of the continent us the most un- 
scrupulous and aldllful nuinlcror of mod- 
ern times, was placed ou trial for his lifa 
thU morning in the court of oyor and ter 
miner of this city. 


The specific charge to 'which he is called 


•npon to answer is the murder of Benjamin 
K. Pitzel, and he has already officially 
declared himself not guiit-y. The revolt- 
ing details of the many crimes with which 
Holmes' name has been directly or indi- 
rectly connected have been given such pub- 
licity, and the cold, implacable demoanor 
which hjis characterized the man through- 
out has been BO frequently commented 
upon, that the trial will probably pass 
fcto history as the most celebrated casa 
known to the criminal annals of the 
western hemisphere. The commonwealth 
has already expended thousands of dol- 
lars in its efforts to bring tha prisoner to 
snnimary justice, and there is an indica- 
tion that, should a conviction for murder 
in the first degree be obtained, he will bo 
"rai Iroaded" to the gallows. 


Proaecution'a'Plans Kept Secret. 


.'Witnesses have been brought to this city 


from Boston, Chicago. Indianapolis, Irv- 
ing-ton, Itod., and almost every city where 
Holmes is known to have lived at various- 
times. What revelations theso witnesses 
will make have been kupt a profound secret 
by the prosecuting officers, but there aro 
expectations of sensational developments. 
Detective Geyer, .who has been for months 
traveling extensively 
throughout 
the 


country in search of evidence of Holmes' 
guilt, will be one of the principal wit- 
.nesses for the commonwealth. 
The skull 


and portions of the body of Pitzel, aa 
well as the remains of the boy, Howard 
Pitzel, -who is thought to have been mur- 
dered by Holmes in Minneapolis, will ba 
exhibited during the course of the trial. 


.Judge Arnold is upon the bench, and he 


has already signified his intention of hold- 
Ing three sessions a day—morning, after- 
noon and night—so long as the persons in- 
terested can stand the strain. The prose- 
cution is in the hands of District Attorney 
Graham and a corps of assistants, while 
tlie Interests of the prisoner are'g'uarded 
by llessrs.

STOP O0T OF OFFICK TO PERMIT 


INVESTIGATION 


As Some Thousands of Dollars »re 


Unaccounted For. 


WASHINGTON) Oct. 23.—In addition to 


the resignation oC Friiucis J. Kieckhoefer, 
the chief of the bureau of accounts at tho 
state department, ut tho request of Secre- 
tary Oluey, tho secretary has also re- 
quested and received the resignation of 
E:lward Haywood, tho chief bookkeeper 
of the bureau. 


These changes are tho results of tho dis- 


covery of alleged irregularities in the ac- 
counts of tho bureau, which have been uu- 
der investigation for some time.' It is un- 
derstood that a report from tho expert 
accountants conducting the investiga- 
tion to the department 
showed some 


thousands of dollars unaccounted for, 
the principal shortage being $8000. This 
sum, it is alleged, has beeu deposited by 
South American republics in support of 
tho bureau of American republics. 


In semi-official circles it is said tho chief 


trouble with the bureau of accounts, ao- 
cordiug to tho treasury accountants, has 
been the system of bookkeeping. This 
system has been in vogue for inany years 
and had been inherited by Mr. Kieckhoefer 
from his predecessor. Another error is 
charged to the issue of the revised statutes, 
hundreds of which it is said have been dis- 
posed of and the money not accounted for. 


Another feature of the accountant's re- 


port is said to bo In regard to the passport 
fees, but the clerks of the accounts bureau 
say that they do not issue passports. They 
only receive tho money for thom after tho 
payment has been made in another bureau. 


Kleukhoefer's Explanation. 


Mr. Kieokhoefer, in speaking o£ Secre- 


tary OIncy's action, said the hitter's ex- 
planation was that he was dissatisfied 
with tho method of bookkeeping and de- 
sired to make a change. 
"I want to say, emphatically," he con- 


tinued, "that there is no cause for any 
suspicion whatever that I have done any 
thing which can bo construed in any way 
as crimiual In character. It Is true that 
wo did retain money in tho state depart- 
ment sometimes for some days, but it was 
necessary that this should bo done. 


"It seems to me that that is the only 


ground of complaint upon which die 
charges of the treasury accountant can 
rest. I fully explained to the secretary of 
state that I had done nothing of which I 
need be ashamed, and I furnished him 
with ameincA-andum of tho moneys dis- 
bursed by me,, which he told me was satis- 
factory. 


"It is natural that there should be a dis- 


crepancy between the money on hand and 
the amouu't .which should'have been re- 
ceived' for"'revised- statutes furnished to 
the dcpavtment by the government print- 
ing office, because many of them. -were dis- 
tributed free of charge to members of con- 
gress and diplomats by order o£ tho sec- 
retary of state."

It is a magnificent sight to watch the 
rapids at any time, but no one can form 
an idea of the rapidity of this stream until 
he takes this remarkable journey on tho 
trolloy—a race between electricity and 
gravity, in which the stream rushes on 
with tho speed of an express train. 


For live miles tho roud winds along tho j 


rivor, often .so closo to tho stream that the j 
spray dailies against tbocar. At the whirl- { 
pool, where thu pool makes a right angle, 
un enterprising undertaker has painted his 
business sign upon the rooks. It is hard 
to determine whc.t use one would havu for 
an undertaker if tho ear tumbled into the 
river at that point, for it is improbable 
that car or corpse would ever be seen again 
The road is double tracked and is provided 
throughout with guard rails. The electric 
povvur is generated by water obtained from 
the Niagara river. 
The trolley line repre- 


sents, therefore, a portion of Niagara in 
harness. 


.From tho cliffs the appearance of a car 


at night is very weird as it flits along the 
rapids liko a gigantic will-o'-tho-wisp. 
Vv'hiie much of tho scenery has been muti- 
lated aud while the long lino of trolley 
wires ar.d poles defaces the landscape, yet 
the injury id not irreparable, for tho vege- 
tation wUl in time be partially replaced 
by another growth.

year. Usually some part of this pictur- 
esque region is sacrificed to accomplish 
tills puprose. A few years ago the -JN'e-v 
Yurk Central Railroad company blasted 
out a roadbed along thu side of the lower 
gorge to Lowiston for their "observation 
trains." Thousands of tons of rock wero 
removed aud great damage was done to 
tho foliage. An old suspension bridge, 
now ruined, hangs across the lower end of 
the gorge and is a bloc upon the scenery.

But instead it was 
dono by fellows who had. boon circulating 
in tho vicinity of the jail all Saturday 
evfning, and the police made no effort to 
quiet them. 


Thus matters went on until about 1:10 


H. m. Six men gathered on the lawn 
about 50 fuet from the jail, and in a mo- 
ment about SO others joined them. Tiien 
u sharp whistle was heard, and out o£ an 
alley on the opposite side of the streot 
rushed about 300 more, tho leaders carry- 
ing a rope nnd several sledge hammer-;, 
with which to accomplish their work. 


O/Iicers Jlrutally Treated. 


As tho mob made the rush toward tho 


jail, they omitted yells that wero blood- 
curdling. A squad of policemen who had 
stationed themselves ou the steps were 
whisked to ono side. Officer Keifler was 
struck on the head with a sledge and 
kicked brutally. He was carried home un- 
conscious, and is hovering between life 
and death. Officer Fisher was thrown 
against a brick wall and partially stunned, 
and Officer Hennessey was tumbled over 
in tbt! grass and kept there by a ruflian 
who held a murderous looking club over 
him and threatened death if he did noli 
lio still. The other officers were treated 
in I he same way. 


The mob went direct to tho side en- 


trance and commenced the onslaught on 
the door with their pledges. 
They mado 


no demand 
for the 
keys. 
Michael 


Schmidutz then wielded the sledge. 
He 


was one of the drunken agitat -ri who ap- 
peared curly in the morning. Thu door 
was broken into splinters in a short time. 
With each blow the fury of the crowd in- 
creased. 


When the entrance was gained, there 


-was a wild rush-ami tho hall was filled 
with excited men. 
Sheriff Vauuest and 


three men stood in the opposite end. Ho 
appealed fo them to disperse, but tho meu 
only grew fiercer. The entrance to the 
corridor is first protected by a heavy sheet 
iron door. The lock was broken off with 
u few blows. 


Rioters Shot Dovrn. 


Then it was that the guards who wero 


in that portion began to fire. At first 
they shot over the rioters' heads. 
The

til the attacking party had fired through 
the grilling first. Henry Mutschler, the 
lirst man killed, was the one who carried 
the rope. Hu was shot through the left 
temple, tho ball coming out on the right 
side, and hu died instantly. 
Then Chris 


Matz received u bullet through the heart. 
He was also picked up dead. 


This awful determination of the guards 


awod tho would-be lynchers, and they left 
the place, cursiug, and wilder than ever. 
Vic Vindone, a young Italian laborer, left 
with tho intention of getting dynamite to 
blow up thu building, but ho did not again 
put in an appearance. While in the midst 
of tho attack, Viudoce rushed upon the 
daughter of the sheriff and threatened to 
kill her. Another fellow hold a revolver 
close to the heart of Andrew Grcer, a one- 
untied son-in-law of the sheriff, and pulled 
tho trigger, but it missed fire, and the next 
instant the fist of Greer felled the would-bo 
assassin to tho floor. 


The sheriff's family were upstairs, and

Many people who 
called did not know tho prisoner had been 
taken away, and at 10 o'clock a crowd 
numbering hundreds started to make an- 
other attack, but wiser counsel prevailed. 
Finally, to pacify them, one of their num- 
ber who know thu murderer was allowed 
to search tho building.
